Meeting Called by Mayor 
Decides St. Louis Shall’ 
Bid for Session to Be Held 
in June, 1932. 


At a meeting called by Mayor 
Miller at his office today it was de- 
cided to put St. Louis.in the bid- 
ding for the Republican National 


Convention to be held in June, 
1932. 

The purpose of the meeting was 
to discuss plans for obtaining 


either’of the major party conven- 
tions. It was decided, however, to 
concentrate efforts on the Repub- 
lican convention after Charles Hat- 
field, secretary of the Convention’ 


Bureau, stated that it was gener- 
ally understood that the more 
spectacular Democratic convention 
would go to the highest bidder. 

In 1928 Houston, Tex., raised 
$350,000 to. obtain the Democratic 
convention, Hatfield said. He as- 
serted that Kansas City (Mo.) 
probably would bid for the Demo- 
cratic convention against Chicago, 
Cleveland and San Francisco, and 
that St. Louis could expect help 
from that quarter in exchange for 
support in swinging the Democratic 
convention to Kansas City. 

Edward W. Foristel, attorney and 
Republican leader, was appointed 
chairman :of the meeting, and will 
appoint committees later. He ex-; 
pressed the opinion that St. Louis 
has good prospects of obtaining 
the Republican convention. He an- 
ticipates that Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Hyde and Dr. E. B. Clements, 
National Republican Committee- 
man from Missouri, will use their 
influence to obtain the convention 
for St. Louis. 

Foristel estimated that a mini- 
mum of $125,000 would be needed 
to bring the Republicans here, He 
said Cleveland also would bid for 
the Republican convention,

lived for more than 40 years, and 
where his family had gathered on 
his .100th and other birthdays. A 
series of heart attacks, which had 
kept him in bed for a month, 
caused death. 

The funeral will be held at 2:30 
Pp. m. tomorrow atysthe residence. 


The Rev. Russell Paynter of Me- 
morial Presbyterian Church . will 
conduct the services, and six of Mr. 
Matthews’ grandsons will be pall- 
bearers. Burial wilt be in Belle- 
fontaine Cemetery. 

Mr. Matthews, who was one of 
the ’49ers of the California gold 
rush which followed:the Mexican 
War, spent most of his mature life 
in St. Lotis, and was in the drug 
business, retail and wholesale, and 
then in brokerage. In 1890 he 
settled in the Cabanne avenue 
home. There he devoted himself 
to his garden, which became one 
of the city’s show places, and to 
study and writing. 

23 Great-Grandchildren. 

The Matthews homestead, still 
unusually spacious for a city es- 
tate, was nearly three times as 
large until, a few years ago, the 
pressure of apartment builders be- 
came irresistible. The frontage of 
316 feet was cut to the present 106 
feet. Mr. Matthews continued his 
garden work and supervision up 
to last fall. Since his 100th year, 
his sight and hearing had been 


e somewhat impaired. 


He is survived by four sons, three 
daughters, 23 grandchildren and 
23 great-grandchildren. The sons 
are William N. Matthews of St. 
Louis, Edmund Orville Matthews of 
Nogales, Ariz.; Leonard Jr. and 
Claude L. Matthews of St. Louis. 
The daughters are Mrs. Robert Lee 
Morton of St, Louis, Mrs. Saunders 
Norvell of Larchmont, N. Y., and 
Mrs. William L. CHambers of St. 
Louis. Another daughter, Mrs. 
Percy Werner, died in 1915. A-sis- 
ter of Mr. Matthews, Mrs. D. C. 
Gamble, died nearly three years 
ago. 

During his business life, Mr. Mat- 
thews often related, he learned to 
eat sparingly, as he found that a 
heavy lunch meant an afternoon 
headache. He never used tobacco, 
but he drank “all sorts of liquor,” 
though not to excess, in a time 
when merchants and bankers com- 
monly treated their customers on 
the premises. He attributed his 
long life to his regular habits. 

Descendant of Huguenots. 

Leonard Matthews was born Dec. 
17, 1828, in Baltimore. His parent- 
age, in both lines, went back to 
the Huguenots, whom King Louis 
XIV drove from France, by revok- 
ing the edict of Nantes, in the sev- 
enteenth century. 

At the time of his birth John 
Quincy Adams was near the end of 
his single term as President of the 
United States, and Andrew Jack- 
son had been elected to succeed 
him. The slavery question had 
been settled “‘forever” by the Mis- 
souri compromise of 1820-21. Abra- 
ham Lincoln was a Indiana youth 
of 19. Construction of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad was begun 
in that year. Morse’s’ telegraph 
line was 16 years in the future. 

In his tenth year he _ traveled 
with his parents to St. Louis. The 
family party went by rail to Fred- 
ericktown, Va., by stage coach 
across the Alleghenies to Wheeling, 
and by steamer down the Ohio and 
up the Mississippi to St. Louis. At 
their arrival, steamboats were at 
the landing in such numbers that 
they had to cross the decks of two 
other boats to get to the Levee. 


In the ’49 Gold Rush. 

For a time the family lived near 
Hannibal, Mo. In March, 1849, 
Leonard Matthews started in a 
wagon caravan for the California 
gold fields as one of a party which 
varied from 13 to 21 in number. 
The rate of travel averaged 25 
miles a day, and Sutter’s Mili, Cal., 
scene of the first gold “discovery, 
was reached Aug. 5. An incident 
of the journey across the plains 
was an “attack” by Cheyenne In- 
dians, greatly outnumbering the 
party of gold seekers, but, as_ it 
proved, not actuated by hostility 
to the whites. They merely were 
celebrating the slaughter of some 
Pawnees, their tribal enemies.

SET UP TRUST FUND

Prosecutor to Seek Imme-

CHICAGO, May 6.—The body of 
Fred Butke, 38 years old, auditor 
of Kane County, Illinois, sought on 
acharge of embezzling $64,000 
from county funds, belonging prin- 
cipally to the County Poor Farm, 
was found in a hotel last night, 
with a bullet in the head, Physi- 
cians said he had apparéntly killed 
himself Monday night. 

One of his last acts was to estab- 
lish an $83,000 trust fund with a 
Chicago trust company. Kane Coun- 
ty officials, however, moved imme- 
diately to tie up the fund with an 
injunction, and State’s Attorney 
George D. Carbary said steps would 
be taken as soon as possible to re- 
cover the county’s funds. 

The body wasi discovered when a 
maid, failing to gain admittance 
to clean the room, called the hotel 
housekeeper, and night clerk for 
assistance. It lay on a bed. There 
was a pillow over the head, appar- 
ently having been used by Butke 
to muffle the noise of the shot. 

A note on the dresser, written on 
the back of a menu, said: ‘‘Please 
motify Charles’ Borngrebe, Aurora.” 
Borngrebe is an undertaker. The 
bed was undisturbed. Butke had 
not slept in it. 

In Butke’s pockets were found 
$105.10 in currency and silver, a 
Deputy Sheriff's card of Kane 
County which had his picture and 
name on it, and various lodge 
cards. 2 

Butke registered as F. W. Beebe, 
Aurora, Monday afternoon. He had 
no baggage and paid in advance 
for the room. 

Police over the Middle West had 
been looking for Butke since Mon- 
day, when he disappeared from his 
home in Aurora. He had been 
County Auditor for 11 years. Until 
the question arose over the disap- 


had never been’ suspected of 
wrongdoing. His widow said they 
had, lived within his salary of 
$3500. a year. 

The inquest was continued to 
May 20 because of the inability of 
Butke’s widow to attend the in- 
quiry today. Emil Butke, a broth- 
er, said the auditor had “no rea- 
son to commit suicide. I last'saw 


my brother 10 days ago,’ said the 
brother, “he was cheerful and 
healthy.” 


Attorney John P. Harf, repre- 
senting the family, said Butke us- 
ually wore an expensive diamond 
ring which was not on his hand 
when the body was found.

Woolen mills also are to be es- 
tablished in the northwest and east 
by the Government, he said, with 
other factories at Canton, Shanghai 
and Tientsin financed by private 
interests. ‘(Measures governing tAe 
security and the sinking fund are 
under formulation,’’Arnold reported. 
“A committee in charge of Govern- 
ment-managed basic industries will 
shortly be appointed by the Minister 
of Industry for the opening and 
management of the factories.”

PLANS FOR MEETING 
OF ZEPPELIN AND 
SUBMARINE AT POLE 


Dr. Eckener Says He Will 
Leave in July to Keep 
Date With Wilkins.

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Germany, 


May 6.—Dr. Hugo Eckener, master 
of the Graf Zeppelin, announced 
today the dirigible would start for 
the North Pole about the middle 
of July to meet Sir Hubert Wil- 
kins, who is going there in a sub- 


marine, 

This attempt to make a contact 
with Sir Hubert at or near the 
Pole, Eckener said, should clarify 
rthe question as to whether the air- 
ship is the most appropriate means 
for landing polar expeditions near 
their destination, picking them up 
later and providing them with sup- 
plies during their stay. 

The Zeppelin expedition is to be 
financed by William Randolph 
Hearst, who also is backing the 
Wilkins voyage. 

The Graf will carry 45 persons 
on the Arctic flight, including 
Lieutenant-Commander Smith, U. 
S. N.; Prof. Samolovitch, who was 
aboard the steamer Krassin when 
it rescued the Nobile expedition, 
and Lady Drummond Hay. It will 
take along complete polar equip- 
ment, including sledges, boats and 
Arctic clothing. 

Because of its greater speed, the 
Graf will not leave Franz Joseph 
Land until Sir Hubert’s submarine, 
Nautilus, is within two days of the 
pole. 

The Zeppelin Arctic expedition 
has been in preparation for some 
time.

Found Dead in Wreckage of Their

FEDERAL TREASURY DEFICIT 
$903,320,000 ON MAY 4 


Income Tax Payments Next Month 
May Reduce This as May Also 
Foreign Debt Interest, 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 6. — The 
Treasury deficit reached $903,320,- 
757 on May 4. The Treasury’s 
statement today showed that for 
the fiscal period from last July 1 
to May 4, the Government had col- 
lected from all sources $2,694,682,- 
531 and had spent $3,598,003,288. 
The deficit of nearly a billion dol- 
lars compared with a deficit of 
$152,950,984 on the same-day last 
year, 

The second quarterly payment of 
income tax due on June 15 will re- 
duce the deficit, however, by 
whatever amount is received. In 
addition foreign Governments 
might pay the interest on their 
debts in cash which also would be 
added to the general fund. 

A deficit of, $700,000,000 has 
been estimated for the end of the 
fiscal year, but there are possibili- 
ties that it may exceed that figure.

Here Is Stimulus to Interna- 
tional Commerce, He 
Says, and Points Out 
Peace Is at Stake Too. 


EXPERT DEPLORES 
POLICY OF MALICE 


Issues Statement After 
Waiting in Vain to De- 
liver Speech at Session of 
Business Leaders.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—The In- 
ternational Chamber of Comemrce, 
whose principal function is to study 
international trade problems, is 
manifesting little interest in Soviet 
Russia, and Col. Hugh L. Cooper, 
president of the Russian-American 


Chamber of Commerce, is cooling 
his heels at the convention waiting 
for a chance to speak to the dele- 
gates, 

Col. Cooper, a hydro-electric en- 

gineer with an international repu- 
tation, arrived here Monday ex- 
pecting the convention to devote 
consideratble time to Russian trade 
problems. He was amazed to learn 
that there was a possibility that 
discussion of Russia would be com- 
pletely sidetracked. Yesterday 
morning, however, the American 
executive committee decided to al- 
lot part of the time of a group 
conference to Russia and informed 
Col. Cooper that hé would be rec- 
ognized at this meeting. Among 
other topics for discussion at the 
group meeting were “geographical 
shifts in international trade cur- 
rents,” “tendencies toward direct 
trade relations between _— interna- 
tional buyers and sellers,’’ and ‘“‘sil- 
ver-” Russian trade was placed 
last on the program. 
Other topics consumed all the 
time at the session and the meet- 
ing was adjourned to allow the 
delegates to attend a tea given by 
Secretary of State Stimson. The 
chairman announced that the 
American Executive Committee 
would meet today to see if a place 
could be found in another group 
meeting for Col. Cooper’s speech. 


Prosperity, Peace and Russia, 


Col: Cooper released his speech 
today as a statement. His principal 
point was that world economic 
prosperity and, even ‘p a greater, 


what other nations decided to do 
about Russia. 
“The solution of this worl. prob- 
lem,” said Cooper, “requires the 
co-ordinated effort of our best 
brains in all departments of hu- 
man endeavor, but these depart- 
ments must have leadership. Since 
the problem is fundamentally eco- 
nomic, this leadership must come 
from practical business men, 
financiers and economists.” 
Col. Cooper’s solution called for 
@ concerted, comprehensive eco- 
nomic study of the Soviet market 
by personnel comprising: the busi- 
ness, industrial and financial lead- 
ers of all countries that normally 
should trade with Russia. 
“Such a study,” explained Coop- 
er, “could be used as a basis for a 
conference with the Soviet Govern- 
ment for the formulation of inter- 
national agreements looking to a 
mutually advantageous world trade, 
program there is abundant proof 
that such a conference would be 
welcomed by the Soviet officials.” 
Soviet’s State Capitalism. 
The present Seviet industrial 
system, Cooper said, more proper- 
ly could be designated state cap- 
italism than Communism. “I am 
confident,” he continued,: “that if 
some way can be found to permit 
friendly competition between pri- 
vate capitalism and state capital- 
ism, wé shall be: able’.to, demon- 
strate decisively the mapaerenty of 


our system. 


“It will certainly Be suffice to 
formulate discriminative embargoes 
and poycotts simply out of dislike 
for the Soviet Government. Hate 
never produced any collective or 
individual good in the world and 
never will. Such measures, which 
necessarily will be considered un- 
friendly and unjust by the Russian 


people, will only delay the rehabiii-

Hirsch, who had been a po- 
liceman four years, offered to ac- 
company the man who was to re- 
lieve him, Patrolman Peter Yodis, 
a recruit. 

In a lane in the outskirts of the 
village Hirsch saw a small roadster 
parked in the shadows, with the 
lights out. While Yodis brought 
the police car to a halt, Hirsch 
called oyt: “Come—get out of 
there. Let's see your license.” 

A slight’ young man climbed out. 
Yodis sawa girl sitting inside. 
“Hey! You're” Francis Crow- 
ley,” Yodis,said Hirsch exclaimed. 
“Take off your hat!” 

The man made a gesture, Yodis 
said, as if to take off his hat and 
suddenly reached inside his coat, 
pulled out a revolver and emptied 
it into Hirsch. Yodis said he could 
see the man's face plainly, and he 
too recognized him as Crowley.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—The 


tariff question was thrust before 
the International Chamber of Com- 
merce today in a statement from 
Sir rthur. Salter, former director 


of the economic and financial sec- 
tion of the League of Nations, 

Salter said that, if nations are 
not willing to receive imports in 
payment for their exports and past 
loans, a “‘chronic disease in the 
world monetary system” will de- 
velop which will “both prolong the 
existing depression and cause and 
aggravate depression in the future.” 

Wages and their relation to eco- 
rynomic balance were discussed by 
Aloyse Meyer of Luxemburg, pres- 
ident of the European steel cantel. 
Gerard Swope, president of Gen- 
eral Electric, discussed regulation 
of employment. 

Salter said the League of Nations 
has beén devoting itself to this sit- 
uation, but its success has been 
limited because its main influence 
was in Europe while “it is in the 
other continent, and not in Europe, 
that the great new increases of tar- 
iff have been witnessed.” 

Fears Competitive Levies. 
Tariff barriers in Europe, he 
said, are no higher than in 1927, 
but this “‘status quo” may give way 
before “a new era of competitive 
tariffs which only a new effort of 
concerted action, not confined to 
one continent, can avert.” 

The effectiveness of the League 
depends on the extent to which it 
it utilized, he added. 

Defending the free trade system, 
Salter said the main foundation of 
the normal prosperity of the United 
States is its constitutional injunc- 
tion against tariff barriers between 
the states. . 

“Is it not obvious that this pro- 
vision has incerased the prosperity, 
not only of the whole of every ¢con- 
stituent State?” he asked. “Is ft not 
equally clear that the wider exten- 
sion of the same principle, the 
greater would be the extension of 
similar benefits?’’ 

Dr. Salter said one of the origins 
of the world depression was the 
speculative boom of 1929 which he 
described as “a new and terrifying 
phenomena, which all of those 
concerned with averting or miti- 
gatiing future alternations of boom 
and depression must certainly 
study.”’ 

Harvard Man Defends Tariff. 


Wallace B. Donham, dean of the 
graduate school of business admin- 
istration, Harvard University, de- 
fended the protective tariff policy 
of the United States. He gaid 
American industries must concen- 
trate on development of the home 
market and leave the cultivation of 
new markets in undeveloped parts 
of the world to Europe. 

“We hear much talk about low- 
ering tariffs,” he said. “There al- 
ways is. But the future of this 
country, in my opinion, lies in the 


‘development of its home market. 


There is no chance of destroying 
the stability of our é@ocial groups 
by reducing the standards of liv- 
ing. 

“If this country did reduce its 
standards of living then indeed it 
would become a dangerous com- 
petitor in the markets of the world. 
But this is unlikely to happen. If 
through lack of brains and business 
ability we find no way of curing 
the economic situation in which 
we now find ourselves, then the 
system of mass production ig Hke- 
ly to destroy civilization.’ *

The Corporation’s Practices. 

It is interesting to.note that the 
practices followed by the Radio 
Corporation in connection with its 
manufacturing and marketing busi- 
ness are responsible for the pres- 
ent threat against its communica- 
tions business, These practices re- 
sulted largely from the patent pool 
which the General Electric, Ameri- 
can Telephone & Telegraph, West- 
inghouse Electric, General Motors 
and other’ giant corporations 
formed when they placed their re- 
spective radio patents at the dis- 
posal of the Radio Corporation. By 
means of this patent pool, the Ra- 
dio Corporation has been able to 
put a number of independent man-4 
ufacturers out of business and to 


pay royalties which have repeated- 
ly. been described as “extortion- 
ate.,’’ 

As had been told, the Govern- 
ment has filed suit under the anti- 
trust laws to dissolve this patent 
pool, but it is obvious that much 
time will elapse before there is a 
final decision.

planation of his employment by 
the family of Dr. I. D. Kelley in 
the recent kidnaping case: 

“About 6:30 p. m. on the Sunday 
preceding the return of Dr. I. D. 
Kelley I received a telephone mes- 
sage at my home in East St.* Louis 


Dispatch had called me during my 
absence in the afternoon. 

“T communicated with Mr. Rog- 
ers by telephone and he asked me 
to come to his home in St. Louis 
on an important matter. I did so, 
reaching Mr. Rogers’ home about 
9 o’clock. Mr. Rogers stated to 
me that he was working on the 
kidnaping of Dr. Kelley and that 
W. D. Orthwein wished to confer 
with me on a matter. . 
‘I accompanied Mr. Rogers to 
a West End residence, where I.met 
Mr. Orthwein and R. D. Fitz- 
gibbon, an attorney. Mr. Orthwein 
and Mrs. Fitzgibbon told me they 
had received a note from the kid- 
napers in which the family was 
requested by Dr. Kelley to get in 
touch with Sigmund, Bass, a St. 
Louis lawyer. 

“They said they wanted an at- 
torney to see Mr. Bass in accord- 
ance with the contents of the letter 
and that they had selected me after 
consideration of my record as 
United States District Attorney in 
the Eastern District of Illinois, my 
standing at the bar in St. Clair 
County and further because of the 
confidence of the people of the 
Twenty-second Illinois District who 
elected me to Congress. 

' “— accepted employment to see 
Mr. Bass and inquire what was 
meant in the kidnapers’ note to get 
in touch with him. I told Mr. 
Orthwein and Mr. Fitzgibbon that 
under no circumstances would I

“With this understanding I got 
in touch with Mr. Bass next day 
and he told me he did not under- 
stand why the kidnapers had pro- 
posed his name, that he knew noth- 


represent the kidnapers nor any- 
one else in the matter, and asked 
me not to call on him again about 
the proposal. 

“The same evening I reported 
the result of my visit to Mr. Orth- 
wein and advised him he would 
probably have to wait for another 
suggestion from the kidnapers. 
“The next day I returned to St. 
Louis in the company of my wife 
and daughter to do some shopping. 
About 10 a. m. I purchased the 
Post-Dispatch on the street and 
read an account of Dr. Kelley’s re- 
turn. I had no foreknowledge of 
what Mr. Rogers had accomplished 
and the sudden return of Dr. Kel- 
ley was a great surprise to me. 

“TI returned to East St. Louis and 
from that day to this have not seen 
‘nor conferred with anyone connect- 
ed with the case except to tele- 
phone to Mr. Rogers my congratu- 
jations upon his extraordinary 
achievement.” 

A reporter for the Star called on 
John T. Rogers at the Post-Dis- 
patch offiee today and asked him if 
he cared to comment on Congress- 
man Karch’s statement. Rogers 
replied, “I have nothing to say to 
the St. Louis Star. It has been en-

“but its ability to advance another 
great selling wave is limited.” 

Meyer drew a distinction between 
nominal wages, or the amount of 
money paid, and “real wages,” rep- 
resenting the amount of goods that 
can be bought with the pay. He 
said European conditions differed 
from those here and that introduc- 
tion of the’ American system. of 
high nominal wages in those coun- 
tries would be dangerous. 

“The general tendency may and 
should be directed toward high 
“real wages,” said Meyer. ‘“‘It is of 
little consequence to a wage-earner 
if his income be decreased or in- 
creased, provided the cost of living 
increases or decreases in the sanie 
proportions.” 

Economic factors, he said, are 
stronger than theory and “impose 
the measure which must not be 
exceeded without endangering the 
general economic balance of a 
country.” 

Meyer agreed with the report of 
Gino Olivetti, Italian delegate, that 
the limit of high wages has been 
exceeded in the United States and 
that this “explains the attempt on 
the part of industrial interests to 
obtain an increase in customs du- 
ties.’”’ 


Results in England, Germany. 


Citing the cases of England and 


Germany since the war, Meyer said 
the policy of high wages in those 
countries, although in mitigated 
form compared with those _ in 
America, had not given satisfactory 
economic results. 
“Without pretending that their 
depression is the exclusive result of 
high wages,” he said, “nevertheless 
it cannot be denied that they have 
been important contributing fac- 
tors. 
“The other European countries 
. * practice the policy of 
high wages.” 
He blamed part of Great Brit- 
ain’s troubles on the fact that while 
she has free trade the cost of liv- 
ing and wages are high, and add- 
ed: 
“Free trade and low cost of liv- 
ing must go side by side. One with- 
out the other leads to a disturb- 
ance in the economic equilibrium.” 
Great Britain, he said, had been 
considering abandonment of her 
free trade policy. This he termed 
a “very grave problem and one 
which might upset the economic 
structure.” 
The tendency in Germany now is 
toward lower wages and a de- 
creased cost of living, he said. That 
country, he added, has experienced 
a successive increase in wages, re- 
sulting from legislation giving the 
Government authority to fix them. 
But industry, forced to mechaniza- 
tion, Meyer asserted, has been una- 
ble to carry this out without bor- 
rowing extensively abroad and in- 
terest payments on these borrow-

ings “have seriously affected the 
balance of trade.” 

“Thereupon,” he continued, “this 
necessary mechanization has in- 
creased from day to day the num- 
ber of unemployed.

Sempell took issue with the con- 
tention mass production has 
brought about the economic crisis 
in Germany. He said, while there 
was no doubt more employes would 
be needed if production were _car- 
ried on under old methods, the 
products would be so expensive 
that exportations would stop and 
imports could not be excluded, 


unemployment. 
Swope on Unemployment. 


Swope told the Chamber that 
the responsibility for regulariza- 
tion of employment rests on in- 
dustry. “The more completely 
regularization of employment is ef- 
fected,” he said, “the less neces- 
sary it is for unemployment insur- 
ance, either on the part of indus- 
try or charitable and relief meas- 
ures on the part of the community. 

“Therefore, the more complete 
regularization of employment be- 
comes, the less in proportion is the 
necessity of providing for unem- 
ployment. In both instances, the 
co-operation and responsibility of 
the employe should be enlisted so 
that the solution for the industry 
may be joint as between manage- 
ment and employe.”’ 

Swope said the first problem in 
planning steady employment was 
to avoid seasonal and occasional 
variations and, in industries where 
these measures are seemingly im- 
possible, to “ameliorate the hard- 
ships of unemployment. when they 
arise.”’ 

Must Recognize Problem, 


“If industry is to assume this as 
its responsibility,” he added, ‘‘since 
the employes are human and they 
are directly involved, they, as a 
part of the industry—and, as a 
matter of fact, to get the best re- 
sults—should share this burden.” 

The speaker said the problem 
of regularizing employment “must 
be studied for each trade or in- 
dustry, and, in fact, in every com- 
pany with its different methods of 
management and operation.” 

“The recognition that the prob- 
lem exists and that it must be 
solved, either in part or in whole, 
is the beginning of the solution of 
the problem,” he continued. “The 
insistence on a solution must be 
continued by an aroused public 
opinion, letting the responsibility 
for the character and scope of the 
plans rest on industry.”

will consider this trade opportunity 
on sound economic principles. 
Here, then, is a potential purchas- 
ing power that can provide the 
much needed stimulus to world 
trade.’’ 

Cooper pointed out that the 
present Government was sincerely 
trying to raise the living standards 
of 160,000,000 citizens of a former- 
ly backward agricultural nation. 
Soviet Russia, he said, was going 
through the same economic stages 
as other countries which have ad- 
vanced industrially. This economic 
development, he explained, was se- 
riously retarded by lack of capi- 
tal. Under present conditions, 
Russia can obtain capital only by

AuguSt, 1851, with about $800 in 
his pocket. 
Entered Drug Business. 

He went into the apothecary bus- 
iness with his two brothers, and 
they established a retail store at 
Fourth street and Franklin avenue. 
The main profit came from putting 
up preparations,which were sold 
to wholesale druggists, and, after 
three years, the brothers went into 
the wholesale drug business on 
Washington avenue, between Main 
and Secon4 streets. The firm took 
in a Baltimore relative, and be- 
came Matthews, Levering & Co., 
After the panic of 1857, Levering 
withdrew, and John Matthews, ta- 
ther of the partners, joined them, 
in the firm of J. Matthews & Sons, 
moving to Second and Locust 
streets, 7 

In his book, “A Long Life in Re- 
view,” Mr. Matthews has related 
that, in the early 50s, ‘Chicago was 
almost unknown.” It was his be- 
that, in the early 50s, “Chicago was 
a business and railroad center, at 
the expense of St. Louis, originated 
in Civil War conditions, Which he 
described thus: ‘ 

“at-the beginning of the Civil 
War, St. Louis had a larger busi- 
ness than Chicago. Missourl was 
a border State, with a mixed popu- 
lation, half loyal and half with 
Southern proclivities. The Govern- 
ment required our merchants . to 
obtain military permits to ship 
goods South, as St. Louis was put 
under martial law. Chicago could 
ship anything without permits. 
Thus, at the critical moment, when 
the great trunk lines were study- 
ing problems of location, a military 
circumstance determined their se- 
lection of Chicago for their ter- 
minal point, instead of St. Louis, 
as they had contemplated. ‘ Thus 
it is that in the history of cities, as 
in the lives of individuals, acci- 
dents frequently exercise a very 
weighty influence.” 

“Best of Good Things.” 

Oct. 2, 1861, Mr. Matthews mar- 
ried Miss Mary Spotswood Nisbet 
—“the best,” he wrote afterward, 
“of all the good things that have 
happened to me ir the course of a 
very long and eventful life.” Their 
first home was on the north side of 
Olive street, west of Eleventh, the 
rental being $460 a year. This low 
figure was due to the effect of the 
war on realty values, the normal 
rental of such a house being $1500. 
Later, “not liking the confined en- 
vironment of the city,” the young 
couple moved to a 40-acre place on 
Collins road, west of Webster 
Groves. 

Because of disturbed conditions 
in St. Louis in the Civil War peri- 
od, the Matthews firm buried 310,- 
000 in gold in the cellar of its 
store. A diagram, showing the lo- 
eation of the treasure, was pre- 
served. ‘“‘When we sold to Meyer 
Bros.” Mr. Matthews related in his 
book, “we tried to dig it up, but 
could not find 4t. 

“Father offered Mr. Fisher, @ 
partner of Meyer Bros, $3000 if 
he could recover the specie. With- 
in an hour he delivered $7000. The 
memorandum showed that the gold 
was buried a foot under the board 
floor. Fisher dug two feet and 
found it. ats weight no doubt had 
caused it to sink.” 

In later years, Mr. Matthews 
was a partner. in the investment 
banking firm of Matthews & 
Whitaker. On his eightieth birth- 
day, in 1908, he was elected vice 
president of the Union Casualty 
Co. ' ; ' 

Amid an active business life, and 
the rearing of a large family, Mr.

STAUNTON FORMS 
VIGILANTES AFTER 
KIDNAPING THREAT 


Extortionist Wrote Fred J. 
Stolze He Would Seize 
Children, Bomb Home if 
$10,000 Was Not Paid.

STAUNTON, Ill, May 6 — 
Aroused by threats received by 
Fred J. Stolze, local lumberman, 
50.Staunton citizens met at the 
City Hall last night and formed 
the Staunton Vigilantes, to combat 
kidnapers and extortionists. 

A reward, of $1000 was posted 
for the arrest and conviction of 
the writer of two notes to Stolze, 
one demarfling $10,000 under 
threat to kidnap his children and 


himself, and the other demanding 
an unannounced amount with the 


threat that his home would be 
bombed and his children kidnaped 
if he did not pay. 

The meeting last night was called 
by Charles F. Hackman, former 


Mayor of Staunton. Speakers de- 
clared an organization was neces- 
sary because of the emergency cre- 
ated by kidnapers’ activities and 
asserted Staunton particularly 
needed some sort of an anti-kid- 
naping body because of its prox- 
imity to Benld, Ill., characterized 
by the Wickersham committee as 
“the worst spot in Illinois,” 


Former Mayor Hackman was 
named chairman of the Executive 
Committee which also includes A. 
C. Kurz, publisher of a local news- 
paper; Dr. W. L. McBrien, physi- 
cign; J. N. Coerver, member of the 
County Board of Supervisors and 
Rogert G. Fischer, a merchant. 

Stolze has two sons, Norman, 14, 
who attends public high school, and 
Richard, who attends a Catholic 
public school. The .family is liv- 
ing in a Staunton hotel and its 
members venture forth unly under 
guard, while a guard is also kept 
fat the Stolze home. The boys are 
escorted to and from their schools. 

Stolze received the first extor- 
tion note Friday. He immediately 
notified the police. Whether the 
note carried directions for paying 
the money has not been made pub- 
lic.

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SOVIET PUTS RAI 
MEN ON MILEAGE BASIS 


Engineers Docked if Trains Are 
Late—Authority Restored 
to Ship Captains. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, May 6.—With the 


Soviet railroad and marine trans- 
port systems at a low ebb of effi- 
ciency, the Government has taken 
steps te correct the situation in 
accordance with capitalistic ideas. 

In addition to increasing the 
wages of railway workers, the 
Government has inaugurated a 
new schedule which will put loco- 
motive engineers on a piece-work 
basis. In the future they are to 
be paid according to the miles they 


run and those who bring in their 

a trains late will lose a certain por- 

at tion Of their wages. 

Be | The new sche’:e works this. way: 
: A locomotive engineer and his 
crew must run his engine 1800 
kilometers (1116 miles) or 192 
hours during 30 days. If the en- 
gine doesn't achieve this mileage, 
the wages of the crew will drop 
accordingly. If the average is ex- 
ceeded, the wages will increase up 
to 140 per cent. 

At the present time it is said 
there is hardly a train in Russia 
that reaches its destination on 
time. . All trains are two hours to 
24 hours late and a recent trans- 
Siberian train arrived in Moscow 
76 hours behind time. 

Under a new decree of the Coun- 
cil of Labor and Defense, a dras- 
tic change is to be made in the 

' marine transport. Heretofore, the 
captain of a ship was more or less 
restricted in authority and a trades 
union committee on the ship de- 
cided how things were to be done. 
Under the new orders the trades 
union rule is abolished and the 
captain is to be in command with- 
out any restrictions. 

The council has also decreed that 
all former marine transport work- 
ers must quit their present jobs 
and return to the sea, the penalty 
for noncompliance being the loss 
of such privileges as food cards. 

The Government plans the con- 
struction this year of 44 new ships 
with a total tonnage of 170,000, in 
addition to numerous barges and 
minor craft.

Four major undertakings 
through which the National Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards is 
seeking further safeguards for real 
estate investments were outlined 
today» by President Harry 8. Kis- 
sell of Springfield, O., at luncheon 
of the St. Louis Real Estate Ex- 
change at Hotel Jefferson. 

The undertakings, he said, in- 
clude services of reliable apprais- 
ers for investors in real estate and 
real estate bonds, an apartment 
house survey system for builders 
and investors, an analysis of the 
tax laws of each state to ascer- 
tain which are successful and 
which obsolete, and agsistance in 
obtaining a fair adjustment of tax 
burdens, 

Comparing the value of real es- 
tate with other investments, Kis- 
yell said it had shown the leas: 
Uepreciation of any securities 
through the business depression. 

“Real estate is as liquid as other 
distressed collateral if depreciation 
is taken’ at the s@me-rate,”’ he said. 
“While it has often been heard 
that. real estate is ‘frozen,’ if hold- 
ers were willing to discount prop- 
erties at the same rate that stocks 
have depreciated in the last two 
years, that is, from 65 to 60 per 
cent, the lack of liquidity would be 
merely technical rather than 
actual.” 

Kissell appealed to bankers to be 
fair in statements relative to losses 
on real estate, declaring that man:

Mitchell Defends 


Anti-Trust 


Laws, Doubts Suggested Changes 
Would Bring Desired Results 


Business.Already Advised in Advanceon Merg- 
ers, He Says—Favors Trade Associa- 
tions if They Abide by Code. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 6.—In the 


light of current discussion of en- 


forcement of the anti-trust laws, 
the recently expressell views of 
William D. Mitchell, Attorney- 
General of the United States, have 
been received here with interest. 
Attorney-General Mitchell, ad- 
dressing the Law School -Associa- 
tion of the University of Minne- 
sota, at Minneapolis, said that 
there had been much criticism of 
the anti-trust laws, but little in 
the way of constructive suggestions 
as to any change in them. He 
held that the law must still forbid 
combinations and agreements cov- 
ering an €éntire industry, which 
have the effect of restricting pro- 


also contended that the policy of 
enforcement has been a reasonable 
one, 

In the portion of his Minneap- 
olis speech dealing with this ques- 
tion, Attorney-General Mitchell 
said: 

“Enforcement of the anti-trust 
laws has recently presented grave 
difficulties. Business has been 
depressed, thousands of workmen 
have been out of employment, and 
it is not an agreeable task to take 
any action required ty law which, 
however well justified, may have 
a tendency to unsettle business, 
prevent re-employment or delay 
business recovery. 

“Of course, the Attorney-General 
has no authority to declare a mor- 
atorium on anti-trust laws  be- 
cause business is not prosperous, 
and no business man should per- 
suade himself that public officials 
should wink at violations of the 
anti-trust laws because it may be 
thought that methods condemned 
by thosé laws, if temporarily al- 
lowed, would more quickly im- 
prove conditions. At the same time 
we have been impressed by the ne- 
cessity of using pecullar care to 
make no unwarranted attacks on 
any business institution and to so 
regulate the action that we have 


‘to take as not to unnecessarily or 


unduly aggravate distress. 

The Government’s Record. 
“Since March 4, 1929, 23 anti-4 
trust cases pending in the courts 
have been terminated. Thirteen 
of these have been concluded by 
the entry of consent decrees. Of 
the other 10, although some are 
still pending on appeal to higher 
courts, all but three have so far 
been decided in favor of the Gov- 
ernment. This record does not in- 
dicate that we have been slashing 
around recklessly. Of the 20 anti- 
trust cases instituted in the courts 
since March 4, 1929, decisions have 
been rendered in 13, of which 11 
have been in favor of the Govern- 
ment. 

“Two aspects of anti-trust en- 
forcement which have stood out 
during the past two years, have 
been, first, the activities of trade 
associations, and, second, the prob- 
lems raised by the existing over- 
production in so many industries 
related to natural resources. 

‘The trade association is a use- 
ful institution and-great numbers 
of them are serving a useful pur- 
pose. Not infrequently, however, 
trade associations have been de- 
vised and used as a means or pre- 
text for violating the anti-trust laws 
either through the fixing of prices 
or suppression of competition. In 
such cases, the usual method is fcr 
some trade association promoter or 
expert to devise a set of trado as- 
sociation rules which, separately 
and individually, seem to be in- 
nocuous, and persuade the business 
men in a particular industry that 
the scheme is lawful and there will 
be no objection from the public 
authorities. 

“In practice men rules may be 
so used and here and there things 
done that were not provided for, as 
to bring about con‘itions violating 
the law, and which go way beyond 
anything that the organization in 
its inception pretended to do. It is 
with cases of\this kind that our 
greatest difficulties arise. 

Only Distortions Attacked. 

“You have often seen statements 
made that the Department,of Jus- 
tice has been attacking in the 
courts some trade association’s code 
of rules that have been approved 
either by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission or by the department itself 
in years gone by. There has been 
no case. where such an assertion 
was justified. 

“If we have assailed any trade 
association operating under rules 
approved by the 
Commission, it has been because 
the association has been distorting 
its rules or going beyond them and 
doing acts which the Trade Com- 
mission never approved or consid- 
ered, and when you next read a 
statement that the department is 
assailing In the courts some prac- 
tice previously approved in the De- 
partment of Justice, accept the 
statement with a grain of salt. 

“There have been a few in- 
stances where we have objected 
to practices apparently acquiesced 
in in the past, but in such cases, 
without any legal action, the par- 
ties interested have been informed 
of the department’s views and ar-

“The department is not unfriend- 
ly to trade associations; on the 
contrary, it thoroughly believes in 
them. I am told that the Federal 
Trade Commission is re-examining 
some of the Trude Association rulés 
they have heretofore acquiesced in 
but that action does not represent 
an unfriendly attitude on the part 
of the Commission toward such 
associations. As I understand it, 
the action of the Department and 
the Commission is directed at put- 
ting a stop to trade association 
practices claimed to be in accord- 
ance with rules approved by a pub- 
lic authority, but which in fact go 
beyond anything which any govern- 
mental agency has accepted as law- 
ful. 


An Ovecr-Production Problem. 

“The principal cause of depressed 
business conditions has been world- 
wide over-production. The great- 
est difficulty in readinating this 
has been in those industries con- 
nected with natural resources, such 
as oils and other minerals and lum- 
ber. The gradual readiustment by 
individual effort based on self-in- 
terest is too slow a process to sat- 
isfy the industries involved, and 
suggestions are made for concerted 
action and combinations to reduce 
production and importation of 
these commodities. 

“Any such combinations having 
the direct effect of restricting pro- 
duction and limiting the supply of 
commodities in interstate and for- 
eign commerce. and the effect of 
indirectly but inevitably raising the 
prices for such commodities, have 
heretofore been generally thought 
to violate the anti-trust laws, but 
arguments have been advanced thut 
waste of natural resources is re- 
sulting from this over-production, 
and that element is urged as in- 
troducing into the situation a justi- 


would be unlawful. 

“Some of the interests involved 
have not been pleased at the lack 
of enthusiasm in the Department of 
Justice for these proposals. I re- 
cently read one statement that the 
department was not showing con- 
structive co-operation in these mat- 
ters. By constructive co-operation 
I suppose was meant a usurpation 
by the Attorney-General of an au- 
thority not granted him by law, to 
decide that for the time being, and 
during the present emergency, the 
enforcement of the antitrust laws 
is not in the public interest. 


Few Helpful Suggestions. 

“The air is full of assertion that 
the antitrust laws are antiquated 
and do not fit modern business con- 
ditions and they should be revised 
and amended, but rarely do we find 
any attempt at a constructive sug- 
gestion of a specific change or 
amendment which could be brought 
about and produce a_ satisfactory 
result. 

“The anti-trust laws have a dou- 
ble purpose. They are to protect 
the consumer against exorbitant 
prices and to prevent the oppres- 
sion of the small business man and 
insure to the average individual 
freedom to engage in trade and 
commerce. 

“Combinations and agreements 
covering an entire industry and in- 
tended to restrict production have 
the direct purpose, and will have 
the ultimate effect of raising 
prices; and if the combinations are 
to be permitted the public must 
have something to say about the 
prices to be charged. I have never 
been able to discover, and no'!one 
has ever been able to suggest, how 
combinations of this kind may be 
permitted without forcing the Gov- 
ernment into the business of fix- 
ing or regulating, or at least in 
somé way determining, the prices 
to be charged the public. 

“While we do regulate the 
charges made by public utilities, it 
has not become evident that the 
people of this country are ready 
to have an officer or bureau or 
ommission at Washington tell them 
what they must pay for oil or 
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fication for action which otherwise }-

Uniform assessment systems are in use in 
Cleveland, Detroit, St. Paul and other cities, and it is 
to be assumed that the Assessor will draw from their 
experience. ; 
Entrance of the Board of Aldermen into this im- 
portant field emphasizes thé growing interest in a 
subject of tremendous importance to St. Louis, where 
at its extreme range property is assessed at from 17 
to 99 per cent of its sale value. Uniform assessment 
will not only prevent injustice to taxpayers who are 
paying more than their share, but will increase the 
municipal revenues.

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THE BOXING BILL. 
Gov. Caulfield has on his desk, for signature or re- 
jection, a bill to permit decisions in boxing contests 
and to extend the limit of such contests from 10 to 
15 rounds. The effect of the bill would be to make 
St. Loufs and Kansas City eligible to stage champion- 
ship matches. If such a law had been in effect, St. 
Louis instead of Cleveland might have been chosen 
for the Stribling-Schmeling fight for the world’s 
heavyweight championship. i 
The anti-boxing agitation that swept. the country 
some years ago is responsible for such laws as Mis- 
souri’s. It was framed to conciliate reformers and 
based upon the false theory that to prohibit decisions 
and limit contests to 10 rounds would in some masgi- 
cal way transform “prize fights” into “boxing exhi- 
bitions.” The result is the anomalons situation 
whereby a boxer can be knocked out in Missouri, but 
cannot lose a fight by decision. 
Boxing audiences in St. Louis have suffered from 
the law. When leading boxers are brought here, they 
are not compelled to*give their best efforts because, 
even if they lose, the records will not show it. News- 
paper verdicts are unofficial and do not count for or 
against a boxer. There is no doubt that official de- 
cisions would not only give incentive to boxers, but 
would add to the enjoyment of the public. 
The proposal before the Governor is not between 
boxing and no boxing. It is only to do what many 
other states have done, namely, improve and ra- 
tionalize the law. If it is vetoed, St. Louis must fore- 
go the possibility of staging fights of any importance, 
hence the revenues that pour into cities from visiting 
crowds when a championship, especially the heavy- 
weight championship, is at stake. | 
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AN ACT THAT ACTS. 

The Senate Committee on Campaign Expenditures 
has called on three educators to assist in the work 
of drafting ‘an effective corrupt practices act. These 
assistants are James K. Pollock, professor of political 
science at Michigan University; Earl R. Sikes, pro- 
fessor of economics at Dartmouth; and Miss Louise 
Overacher, assistant professor of history and govern- 
ment at Wellesley. They have given the committee 
some excellent advice. Miss Overacher’s observation, 
for instance, that she believed in the publicity rather 
than prohibition of campaign contributions, reveals 
a@ sound philosophy as well as practical * political 
judgment. And everyone conversant with the facts 
will agree with Prof: Pollock that a corrupt practices 
act which does not regulate primaries is “less than 
half a law.” , | 
To prescribe a maximum amount, applicable in 
all the states, for an office like that of United States 
Senator, for example, is manifestly impracticable. 
But a law compelling complete publicity of contribu- 
tions and the names of contributors, together’ with 
the requirement that the candidate, or some agency 
designated by him, shall be responsible for all dis- 
bursements would put an end to such exhibitions as 
those witnessed in Pennsylvania and Illinois.

Nation-wide criminal statistics are now compiled and 
published by three different bureaus of the Federal 
Government. The Children’s Bureau of the Depart- 
ment of Labor collects statistics on juvenile delin- 
quency. The Census Bureau in the Department of 
Commerce collects statistics on penal institutions. 
The Bureau of Investigation in the Department of 
Justice collects statistics of offenses known to the 
In the opinion of the commission, “It cannot 
be permanently desirable to have penal statistics 
compiled and published in one bureau, police statis- 
tics in another and statistics of juvenile delinquency 
in a third, especially as these bureaus are in three 


Statistics of prosecutions and courts, moreover, are 
not now nationally collected or published. The de- 
velopment and consolidation of all these groups of 
statistics in a single bureau would insure their com- 
parability, improve the methods by which they are 


The Wickersham commission has therefore recom- 
mended the adoption of a comprehensive plan which 
calls for the eventual commitment of all this sta- 
tistical work to the Bureau of the Census. It hopes 
Conferences with the United States! ultimately to see bureaus of criminal statisticg creat- 
ed in each state for the collection of state-wide data, 
which can be used by the states in meeting their own 
problems of law enforcement and, at the same time, 
transmitted to Washington for inclusion in an annual 
report which will give complete and accurate infor-

Recent relief campaigns show small givers and’ a few wealthy persons to be chief 
donors; generosity of poorer classes commended; failure of community drives laid 
to richer groups; a few charitable trusts are outstanding, but such benevolences 
are rare; writer says situation shows helplessness of private charities in emergency. 


Abraham Epstein, Executive Secretary, American Association for Old Age Securit4, 
HAT is the real extent of American 
generosity? Can private philanthropy 


in the American Mercury. 
v cope with the current social and eco- 


nomic difficulties? Is organized charity 
adequately meeting the national need? 

The answer is by no means reassuring. 
An examination of organized philanthropy 
in the United States at once reveals the 
parsimoniousness of the many rather than 
the largess of the few. Even a casual 
study shows that the myth of our unparal- 
leled generosity has no firmer base than 
the benevolences of a very few men who 
have distributed small parts of their extraor- 
dinarily large fortunes. Among the mass- 
es of the well-to-do, not many give any- 
thing to charity. A negligible number of 
rich individuals support all of the charities. 
The vast bulk of the wealthy contribute to 
none, 


Philadelphia Welfare Federation has been 
remembered by only six persons in their wills: 

The multitude of big benevolent founda- 
tions have been used to disprove “that 
Americans are interested only in accumulat- 
ing wealth.” Again and again the dozen 
extraordinarily benevolent individuals which 
we have produced during the past 50 years 
have been cited as representative of Ameri- 
can generosity. Too easily is it forgotten 
that during the same peri»d we have pro- 
duced thousands of millionaires and hun- 
dreds of multi-millionaires, most of them 
conspicuous by their absence from the ranks 
of givers. During a period of over a cen- 
tury we have developed some 186 charitable 
trusts, but in 1928 alone there were more 
than 500 individuals in the United States 
who had yearly incomes of $1,900,000 or 
more. 
amounted to $1,108,863,000. The-benevo- 
lences of a dozen individuals, such as Carne- 
gie, the Rockefellers, Harkness, Rosenwald 
and a few others, account for a consider- 
able proporticn of the existing foundations. 
Of the estimated $1,000,000,000 now avail- 
able in these funds, the gifts of the Rocke- 
fellers and. Andrew Carnegie alone make up 
three-fourths of the total.

It must be borne in mind that the private 


In the cities in which money is raised 
through community chests or welfare fed- 
erations, the contributors never exceed 17 
per*cent of the total population. The 360 
American community chests, in spite of the 
energetic trumpeting, cajolery and high . 
pressure salesmanship that go with them, 
do not raise more than $80,000,000 a year, 
less than half of the sum now spent through 
workmen’s compensation laws alone. 

The American Red Cross is the national 
charity which looms largest in American 
life. It is to Mr, Hoover “a great volun- 
tary organization . ... on which the nation 
places reliance in time of need.” But the 
adult membership in 1930, solicited by 3559 
chapters throughout the United States, was 
but 4,131,000 among the 60,000,000 adult 
Americans. In the entire United States only 
3.3 per cent of the population gives to this 
largest and best advertised of our charities. 
The total combined contributions of the na- 
tional organization and all its chapters dur- 
ing the past year amounted to only $4,600,- 
000, or slightly over $1 a contribution. 

That the slackers in the United States are 
not the poor people but the richest and most. 
respectable is well known to persons en- 
gaged in the business of raising money for 
charitable purposes. In many cities, the 
charitable agencies spend far more upon re-' 
lieving the distress of the workers of certain 
corporations than these firms contribute. 


are expected to meet not only the demands 
of sudden disasters, but also the steady rise 
in dependency caused by the increasing in- 
dustrial expansion of the countfy. It re- 
mains today the most insecure land for the 
wage earner. Unlike his foreign’ brother, 
who, in practically all industrial nations, 
has been considerably protected through 
governmental legislation against the major 
emergencies of life, the American worker, 
like the farmer, must fall back on private 
benevolence—the only real dole—in every 
emergency. His only recourse, as a free 
citizen, is the breadline—the only institution 
still providing an equal opportunity for all.

Federal Official Favors Regulation 
of Futures. Trading in Grain. 

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, May 6.—Regula- 
tion, rather than’ elimination of 
grain futures speculation, is favored 
by Dr. J. W. R. Duvel, chief of 
the grain futures administration. 
The whole system of speculative 
trading, Dr. Duvel said today, ap- 
pears to have little effect on the 
average price the farmer receives 
and the public pays. He thinks 
the farmer “breaks even,” getting 
‘the advantage of high prices and 
suffering losses at low levels. 
The question of futures trading 
was brought before the Interna- 
tional Chamber of Commerce con- 
gress yesterday through a resolu- 
tion by traders defending their 
practice. 

Dr. Duvel said today he would 
support efforts at the next session 


this type of speculation. He fa- 
vored the Capper-Dickinson bill at 
the last session, which would have 
restricted futures sales by any one 
trader to 2,000,000 bushels daily. 
Restrictions to permit only hedg- 
ing operations, Dr. Duvel believes, 
probably would narrow the range 
of price fluctuations, but would 
widen the spread between the price 
to the farmer and that paid by the 
consumer. 

‘Further, he believes it would re- 
sult in a low volume of trading, in- 
sufficient tto pay .the cost of con- 
ducting the market. 

He disagreed with the theory of 
those favoring futures transactions 
that such markets tend to stabilize 
prices, saying, on the contrary, that 
they tend to intensify fluctuations. 
A large percentage of fluctuations, 
he said, are caused by professional 
traders, but at time participation by 
the general public takes the mar- 
kets away from these speculators 
with unjustified highs and lows. 
Such cases, he said, occurred in 
1925 and 1929.

; WASHINGTON, May 6.—Artifi- 
cial breeding of malaria mosquitoes 
in quantities sufficient to supply 
State hospitals for the insane with 
a remedy for paresis has been made 
a new objectife by the Public 
Health Service. Dr. L. C. Wil- 
liams, in charge of malaria con- 
trol, said the demand for such a 
proposal had become s0 general 
that the Public Health Service had 
felt it its duty to ‘comply. 

Introduced into the United States 
only seven years ago, the malaria 
cure for the brain malady is now 
being used throughout the United 
States, Dr. Williams said, with the 
result that from 15 to 35 per cent 
of the sufferers from a hitherto in- 
curable disease, “get well and go 
baek home to live useful lives per- 
haps, 15 more years.

His 
fellow laboratory workers credit 
him with having induced highly | 
temperamental fleas to eat properly | 
after weeks of effort by others nae 
proven unavailing. Thus a great 
experiment was saved. | 

Dr. Mayne said his methods of 
' producing a pure-bred malarial 
- mosquito might follow the general 
lines used by the late Dr. Baer of 
¢ Baltimore, in growing antiseptic 
maggots to fight osteomyelitis. |

recently sat as the only woman 
among 11 men for 10 days on a 
locked jury in the District of Co- 
lumbia Supreme Court. 

It was one of the severest tests a 


this country. How Mrs. Street came 
out of it 
service for women, how she adapt- 
ed herself to the situation and how 
her service was commended by the 
Court and her fellow jurors is a 
tale with which she has been re- 
galing old friends in the league 
while visiting Mrs. Roscoe Ander- 
son, a national officer in the 
league who lives in Webster 
‘Groves. In high glee league mem- 
bers are claiming it just about an- 
swers all the old objections to 
women on juries. 

One thing at least was proved. 
Jury duty need not make a woman 
less womanly, superficially or oth- 
erwise. Mrs. Street found scope for 
any number of homely domestic ac- 
complishments in the jury room. 
She mended the clothes of her fel 
low jurors and sewed on buttons. 
She supervised the menus, and 4ar- 
ranged for more palatable and 
wholesome food than they would 
otherwise have ha”. She intro- 
duced recreational pastimes, and 
conducted a bridge class. She 
found 11 men away from their 
homes in need of mothering and 
she rose to the occasion. 

Though, as Mrs. Street admits, at 
first “her incarceration was a good 
deal like being kidnaped, it ended 
up more in the spirit of a house 
party or camping trip. 

Being locked up in close quar- 
ters for 10 days with 11 strange 
men from all walks of life was not 
exactly according to her habits and 
preferences but she forgot these in 
overcoming resentment vf her pres- 
ence by the men and in realizing 
the greater sacrifice being made by 
men whose business had to be neg- 
lected. 

She had to neglect her home and 
be separated from her family, con- 
sisting of husband and four chil- 
dren, the youngest, twins, 10 years 
old. But having made provision for 
their care it was alarming she says 
to find when she got home how 
well they had all got along without 
her.

LTOGETHER she came out 
Avie the feeling she had had an 

enlightening, worth-while and 
by no means degrading experience. 
With a firmer conviction that jury 
duty is a privilege and duty of cit- 
izenship rather than an obligation 
to be evaded and with also an old 
doubt as to whether the jury sSys- 
tem itself is at fault, disposed of.

women. She is now on the na- 
tional board of the League of 
Women Voters, part of whose pro- 
gram is working for jury service in 
all the states.
